The 
Attorney-General tried to bend tiio 
judges 10 his own swnct will. lie Fram- 
ed unconstitutional measures and op- 
pressive rules, lie clapped his hands 
when the eharaL'ter.s of the judges were 
assailed in the House and through his 
organ. Publicly, his speeches have 
been couched in honied phrases coi\- 
ceming the Bench; privately, he has 
inndo uso of .wnguinary threats against 
tlie judges. Personally, he has expressed 
the^most unbounded rcipect for them. 
< 'o^'ertly, he has concocted a malicious 
and undignified report of court juo 
ceedings that never took j)lace and pro- 
cured its publication. A gentleman in 
whom are found so many unlovely trails 
of character should not bo entrusted 
with tho power of drawing measures 
for a Houso composed — as this is— of a 
majority of members who know little 
about tiie constitution and less about 
the laws they are called upon to make. 
This language the "Guardian" and its 
in.significant echo in this city de- 
clares to bo insulting to the House. 
Weil, it may be so ; but it is true, not- 
withstanding. Tho House is deficient 
in legal ability. The lawyers blunder- 
ed in not endeavoring at the last gen- 
eral election to place at least one moro 
member of tho Bar in the Hou.se, and 
the result is that a long ILst of disal- 
lowed bills lumber the statute books. 
Tho "Guardian" will .scarcely ventin-e 
10 assert that it is not a fact that the 
cliflallov/ed acts of the Hrilish C'olum- 
hian parliament largely exceed in 
number that of any other province; 
and that those' dainty dishes which 
proved to be all crust and no substance 
were all prepared by tho dainty hands 
of the Attorncy-Cioneral. It is uaeles.s, 
we know,to argue with thu '■Guardian." 
His mind is made up. Ho has been re 
lained.

PERILS OF WINTER TRAVEL 

Exciting Misadventure on 
Lake Kamloops. 

THE MAIL AND EXPRESS CUTTERS CO 
THROUGH THE ICE. 

NARROW ESCAPES— HANDS, FINGERS 
AND EARS FROZEN— CUTTER AND 
HORSES LOST. 

(.Special lo The Colonist). 



IvAMI-Oors, I'eb. 17. 
Yesterday afternoon tho mail sleigh 
with four horses attached, broke through 
the ice about 200 yards from'the shore of 
Tranquillo, and in less than two minutes 
horses, sleigh and everything went un- 
der, l^no imssenger, Cleorge Stuart, 
jumpetl from the sleigh and gut on firm 
ice. J. B. Loighton, who was driving, 
sat at a glance that nothing could bo done 
in tho way of saving the horses so lie 
wont for the mail bags. One bag \\nn 
got out with great difl'iculty. Leiglitoii 
was in the water with lieavy clutliing on. 
He managed to get out and jumped back 
into the sleigh, for the otlier bag con- 
taining tho Victoria mail was very heavy, 
but ho got a good hold of it and jumped 
with it. The bag reached the lirm ice 
but ho went into the water again. Keep- 
ing cool ho managed to get out. Mr. 
Stuart could render no assialancc. The 
wind was blowing a hurricane. The 
thermometer was 10 degrees bolow zcto. 
About half a mile behind the express a 
two-horse cutter with Mr. S. Tinglcyand 
Mr. A. VanVolkenburgh as occupant h 
were coming on, and seeing the fate of 
the mail sleigh they changed their course 
and tried another nnito, 5lr. YanA'olken- 
burgh going ahead to find firm ice. I\li . 
Cooney seeing danger went and met Mr. 
Tingley and got into tho cutter Virith Jiim. 
.\fter driving a short distance they broke 
through, Coonoy, Tingley and the hors'i.s 
struggling in tho water for dear life. Sir. 
Cooney was first out. After great suffer- 
ing he then rendered .all the lielp possible 
to Mr. Tingloy, who was heavily clothed 
and was in the water tiftoon minutes. Aw 
Indian ran to their assistance, and lying 
down flat on tho ice reached and got liold 
of Mr. Tingley by the wrist and managed 
to keep him afloat. With help of Cooney 
he was got out very much exhausted. The 
horses got their heads on the ico and kept 
up for an hour or more; but finally went 
under, cutter and all. Mr. Oooney'a 
liousc was soon reached where the wants 
of all were provided for by Mrs. Coonoy, 
who did her best to make everyone com- 
fortable. VanVolkenburgh has one ear 
and four lingers, Stewart one hand, 
Cooney throe Sngers and Leighton both 
cars badly frozen. Tho mails reacheil 
here to-day all O. K.

Payne undertook 
to find tho upper bridge, but in the 
night, the roads cut up and leading in 
every direotion by reuMmof the military 
encampments, he could not find tho lano 
leading to the In idge, and thially, seeing 
that he coiil.l not riiteh liiKitli, he re- 
turned to .Mri. Surratt's liouso three 
nights after llio murder, 

Mr. Lincoin li.nl btv ii killed Friday, 
and on Monday night, about midnight, 
Payuo repaired back to this doometl 
woman's, ll i.s ))robable that on Sutur- 
iid Monday he had been 
eop.neetious with Booth, 
country being iij), and 
Oil tilled with soldiery, 
and he, p8riia[)S, unacquainted with tfie 
country, ho knew not what tfl do with 
himsolf, and came back to Mrs. Sturatt's 
lo see if be could make eonneetiou with 
John Siirratt, whom he knew to bo on 
tho way bock from Canada. Mrs. Sur- 
ratt, though very well acquainted with 
him, denied vnth uplifted hands over 
having seen him, aud this was another 
thread in tlia topa io bang her to tfaa 
gallows. 

Booth orosaed tho lower, or navy yard, 
bridge before 11 o'clock Friday lught^ 
Ho and Harold rode ^th mm speed 
over the high hOla tbatalitUo after mid- 
night.they were at Surrattsvillo. When 
Harold went into the tavern he aroused 
tho drunken landlord, Lloyd, who had 
been drunk at Upper Marlborough court 
all day. Haroltl said: "Lloyd, for 
God's sake make haste and get tliem 
things." " Mrs. Surratt had told me," 
said the landlord, " to give the carbines, 
whisky and iield-glassea to whoever 
called for them. jlohnSorratt deposited 
the carbines there a considerable time 
before. A rope and a monkoy-wi'ench 
had also boon dej>OBited, but tliey were 
not asked for, further showing that tho 
murder was a difl'ereut scheme from that 
of the capture. There was now nobody 
to bind, aud no vehicle to screw up. 

Booth and Harold stood there iivo 
uunutes on the gi-een before the tavern, 
and took a drink from the whisky bot- 
tle, and liooUi boastingly cried out that 
thoy had assassinated tho President and 
Howard. In the early nioniing Booth 
rode to Mudd's house. Mudd says that 
at -i o'clock he went to the window and 
saw Booth sitting on a horso and a talk- 
ative young man holding that horao and 
another horse from which he had dis- 
mounted. It is well known, in his vain 
performance in jumping from tho pri- 
vate box, Booth had fractured liLs log. 
'J'his leads to the doubt us to whether 
Btwth had intended originally to stop at 
Mudd's house at all. He might have 
designed passing lo the west of Mudd's 
house, which was ont of his plain coarse 
to tho Potomac, but when he broke his 
leg it was inentablo that he must stop 
at Mudd's to have it set. Mudd set tho 
limb aud made a crutch for Booth, and 
tried to get a carriage for the party, 
but tho sitimtioii wn.s very grave. Some 
limn during Ihe Saturday, jirolmbly lato 
ill the afternoon. Booth and Harold rode 
their horses in Zekiah'a swamp, andnxle 
out again to the road and started for the 
Potomac, Dr. Mudd told of Mr. Lin- 
coln's murder before Ihe news reached 
Brvanstown. 

the accident to Booth's leg w as a hori- 
ous thing. It is a local belief in Lower 
Maryland that a Mr. Cox, u rich man of 
reliel atliliatimi, allowed Booth luid Har- 
old to be fed by a white uiuu in tho 
woods on bis farm, whero vlioy bad somo 
kind of bush protection. 

Thero was no certain account of the 
two men from that .Saturday, April 15, 
until tho following Monday week, when 
Booth and Harold iqipcared in Virginia. 
It is understood that Booth's illness and 
Harold's heliiless einvuriUce kopt them 
prisoners on the Maryland side, and 
they made repeated efl'orts to cross the 
broad river, bnt in tho darkness, or rain, 
or wind, were blown to adjacent parts of 
tho Maryland shore. Others think they 
weut directly to Virginia. They lodged 
there at one Dr. Stuart's on Monday 
one weelt after the umrdor, on Matthias' 
point, and Stnart would not in'vito them 
in, but sent them t'ootl to the bai-u. 
Booth wi-ote him an indiguant letter, 
copying it out of his diary where he 
comi>osed it. 

The two men now struck horusa iiie 
country, as if Ih.vy wor*' going toLynch- 
Inirg. The line of then- short progress, 
if protluced, would pass along tho rail- 
road and turnpike of Southwestern Vir- 
ginia to Cumberland Gap and East Ten- 
nessee. 

About tou miles from Matthias point 
is ICing George's Court House, and five 
miles iurlhor on is Port Conway, on tho 
Rappahauuock river, opposite, a large 
linrulct called Port lloyal, on the south 
bank. Booth aud Harold, therefore, 
traveled in a straight lino about tlurty 
miles after leaving Dr. Mudd's, April 
15, until AprU 25, when they werc^foimd 
wiUiout horses, trying to get acrosii 
the Kapj)ahauuook ferry to Port Con- 
way. It is said that tlioir horaea have 
never bsen found, kiome ii&ra thousiit

liftto. ia 1864, somewhat after Booth 
had met Dr. Mndd, Mi-s. Surratt rented 

her tavern at Surrattsville and moved 
to "Washington and opened a boarding- 
hotuo. She had an interesting daugh- 
ter, and was herself a rather comely 
widow about 4.0 yeai s old. The ladies 
never had such an elegant acquaintance 
as Booth, and ho soon got a power over 
them and over their conutry frionda. 
John Smratt was kejit in Lower Mary- 
land ninning the blockade, carrying tho 
rebel mailand picking u|> a little money, 
and indulging in some visions of wealth 
to bo got through Booth's genius. Sur- 
ratt nmdo ono or two vi.sits to Rich- 
mond, and the rebel Secretary of 
State mtrusted him with packoges to 
Canada. 

Booth was a nat'vo of Harford coun- 
ty, Maryland, and inul its local patriot- 
ism. IIo was an actor in I'iclimoiid at 
the timo .lohn Biowu was bung, and 
wont up to see the execufioii. There he 
met John T. Beall, who was afterward 
hung on Governor's islaiid, and their 
aoquaiiitanee was very I'onCdentiul. 
Booth laboreil bard io iiave Beall par- 
doned by Lineoln, but i iieiVectiudly. 
Beall had been a x>iraie about the mouth 
of the Potomac at the begiuuinf} ot the 
war, and afterward on the lakes, and 
waa one of the .set of young ilesperadoe.s 
in Cilnada, ami he w:i^ hung on the 24th 
of February, l on ( iovei nor's island. 
About eight weeks aflei- lliat Booth shot 
Liiieohi, and si/iiie .'•iiy llial his original 
ambition, u. uml<e bim prisoner, bad 
given way to reveiign on Beall'.s accoimt. 
Booth, whose boyluKid was mainly spent 
in Baltimore, bad two schoolmates 
named Arnolit and O'Laughlin, over 
whom he had ii marked influonce, and 
who were both impecunious and dissi- 
pated. He teinpteil ihem into his or- 
iginal scheme to capturo Ijiiicoln, but 
when they found it was to \m a murder 
their ideas were eontirmed that Booth 
was a cra/.y man, and they left liim. A 
poor, vulgar, whisky-ridden scene- 
shifter at Ford's Theater, named Span- 
gler, was nltiinatoly used for the assas- 
sination .scheme by Booth. Ho tried to 
tempt several actors into the plot, no 
doubt desuing some intellectual UHSoci- 
ates, or men al least alxivo tho vulgar 
grade of his Marylaiidera. The man 
Powell who was tried under tho name of 
Payne was a young robel dosiiei'ado from 
Georgia or Florida, who had probably 
been sent to Bootli fi'om among tho 
guerrillas. Ho was the only ono who 
did his part with tho at<ilidues8 aud oVio- 
diouce of a "(Juantroll, a James or a 
Younger." \t Mra. SiiiTatt's house in 
Waslungton all this jimto were in tho 
habit of meeting. They also met at a 
drinking house on I.ouisiaua avenue, on 
tho second flour. Individual memliers 
of this crowd wosild call on Booth at the 
National Hotel, whero he lioarded. 

^Irs. Hnrralt's hou.so in Washington 
was in a particularly isolated yet cen- 
tral portion of the town, on tho edge ol 
.Judiciary square, which was then a mora 
common, and beyond, toward the east- 
ern branch, tho country was all goose 
pasture, without graded streets, and cut 
up by army teams. Mi's, Sm-ratt's part 
in tho bttsinesa woh allomug both her- 
self and her house to be nsed by spies 
Slid assassins, whilo she was living in 
the Fciloral lines nuder protection, and 
Jmr family hnd taken the oath aud they 
received passes and safeguards. It seems 
probable that Booth hastily resolved to 
kill Lincoln on the particular day it was 
uccomplisheil, and had only tliot day to 
do his work ; so he laid hands on wliat 
tools were near by. .\t/.orodt, Payne 
aud Harold were in the eity. He hired 
horses tor them from tho iivcry-stables 
as soon as he heard liiucolu was to be at 
the theater. Jolui Surratt was ofl' in 
(!^anada, aud he was making his way 
back at the time of the murder. Booth's 
bu8eue.s.s consisted in going to Mrs. Sur- 
ratt's house and getting her to do his er- 
rands, accessory to tho assassination, at 
Surrattsvillo that aftoriu>on. He gave 
her the money to hire a buggy nnd take 
a iield-ghisa out with her, ninl tell her 
tonanl to bt; up ul midnight and have a 
liottle of whisky ready, m the guns 
jirovioiialy de)Xjsiled at tho tavoin 
would be culled for about thai 
hour. The foolish woman, probably 
enamored of the man, did his behest". 
She got a clerk who boarded in hot 
house to ilrivo her all foat ten inilca 
over the hills to Surrattsville aud back 
again, nnd he hud to give the testimony 
against her. .She staried out about 3 
or 4 o'clock in the aft<»rnoon, and did not 
leach W^ashingtun agaut till nearly 'j 
o'clock at night. Ten minutes utter she 
returned some one rang her door-bell 
and she attended to it in person. The 
boarder thinks it was Booth, who had 
■:.-omo to see if she had performed her 
errand aud if everything on the road was 
clear. In an hour or so afterward the 
President was sliot. If .Surratt hud re- 
turned to Washington city either at 111* 
timo of the trial before tho military com 
mission, or before the time iised for hii 
mother's execution, her life would hav» 
been spared. But he reinnined on the 
fiuth side ot tho St. Lawrence river, 
within a few miles of Montreal, hid' 
Vn in a house, "ud nevp'- ntood 
forth to »ava her. President Johnson, 
therefore, refused to p'ont her pardon, 
and she was hung with Atzerodt, who 
was to have murdered President John- 
son; Harold, tho companion of Booth's 
flight, and Payno, who stabbed Mr. 
Seward. Regrets were felt that a wom- 
an should sutler so ignominiously, and 
President Johnson and Judge Advocate 
Holt long afterwartl had a sharp contro- 
versy on tho subject. Both were South- 
ern Unionists — Holt, a native of Ken- 
tucky, aud .Johnson ftxim Tenuesaeo. 

The cuieation now occurs as to how 
Booth was to get himself ofl" after he 
had accompUshed tho forty miles to the 
Potomac river, Virginia having disband. 
ed her troops in the meantime. Tho 
jMlblic will observe that it wii'5 only on 
the 12th ol .■\.jiril that the army of Lee 
snrreudcred at .\pj)omul,tox. Mr. Lin- 
coln was mnrdenal on the night of tho 
llthof Apiib It w.is not till the 18th 
of April that the reijiiuning groat army 
of tho Conffili nmy Mujreuclcred in Nortli 
Carolina. Bootli, therefore, believed ho 
would have nu lU'mod Conrcdoracy to 
escape to. His feelings, intensified by 
the surrender of Lee on the Pith, which 
he did not know of lill the 13th, were 
brought foeally u|)<m (be purpose on 
the morning of the ]4lli, when he heard 
that Lincoln was to visit tho theater in 
honor of Loe'.s surrender. For six 
months Booth had Htudiod all these 
roads aud avenues of oscaiie, and had 
spent nearly all (he money that he pos- 
.leti.sed in keeping his liaiul together, 
and there was Mill a chance that Joe 
Johnston would I. old i-ul, or ut any rato 
Ihore Would \w a guerrilla wari'aro 
iluough the uiountoLus, uud the Cou- 
federuteti would rally again lu the Gulf 
States or T^xos, No doubt he said to 
himself, " J wDl kill this man in the 
very moment of "his calebratiug Gen. 
Lee's conquest, and it will be uu cBsy 
thins for me to reach the Potomac ba- 



mai tuey wore laaoii Avitn stoses ana 
shot in tJie rivov : others think tint im- 
plicated rebels biu i.'d Ihese horses to 
keep the vnltute.M oiV ami prevent dotuc- 
tion. Quite luo'oalily they were found 
l.iosi', stoJeu and sold in Baitimoiv. 

A iiegro, on ihe Maryland side, hid 
given iiiformatiiin at Cha])pei's^poinfc 
I hat he hud seen two men crossing th^ 
river hi ii boat, and it was telegraphed 
to Washington. Baker, the chifef'OoT*

do . Ml to Bello Plaiue or to Aoquia .ire<)t

iioui the l{ai)pahoimook river, nud about 
ten miles from Part Conway. 

A steamer was at once dispatched witii 
iheiso.iijeu. Monday night they landed 
in Virginia, sixty luiKv, Iwilow Washing, 
ton city, aud on Tue-idav moiniug coma 
to Port Royal ferry. TLey found tii*t 
the previous day a negro had broi^jhl 
from the direction of ihe I'otomac Iw-o 
'lien in an old wagon to Port Conwajr, 
aud that one oi Ihem was lame. Thai's 
said that some disb.iuded (?oufederattt 
cavalry of Mosby's command had be- 
friended tliese two men, got thom across 
the Rappahaunook and hud gone toward 
Bowling Green, tho coimty seat of Csro- 
^ir.*, the next «otmty to the west. 

Tiie pursuers at once crossed tho B»p- 
psJianuock, in night of President Madi- 
son's birth-place, and on Taesd<vy ioight 
arrived in Bowling Green, a mere ham- 
let, and, hauling the principal Conf ed- 
oratc of the party ont of his bed, made 
him tell what ho had done with the two 
fugitives. 

By this time the whole country was 
tilled with tho pallor of the great trag- 
edy, aud the Confederates had dis- 
covered it to be as deplorable a thing as 
the Federals had. Mosby's cavalryinaD, 
therefore, pioneered tho men back to 
Garrett's farm, in Caroline cdimty, 
whore Booth had hidden himsolf in u 
barn. His Confederate friend.s had trie<1 
to havo him taken care of in Port Itoyal 
without snccoHs. To show tho -triflmg 
charact-or of Harold, when he hod put 
Booth in Garrett's house, lie went up to 
Bowling Green alone the next day, 
Tuesday, and B))ent tho day talkiug and 
drinking with his now friends. A few 
hours aftorward, when ho and Booth 
had returnee from tho house to tlio barn, 
it was snrroimded by the cavalry. Har- 
old was so seared (hat ho gave himselt 
U|), and they sent him in to make Bootli 
give up his arms, but Booth cursed him 
for a coward, aud saw his last time bad 
come. Mtet some bravado of onfirln^ 
to " fight the whole command fair," hu 
told them to got a stretcher readv fur 
him. They fired the barn by pulling 
tho atraw through tho cracks, and saw 
him standing there in the illumiuatii'u 
leaning on tho crutch Dr. Mudd had 
made for liim, and trying to ge( a sighi 
on somebody whom ho could kill. , At 
that moment a nervous or willful ser- 
geant among tho soldiers lirod at Bcot-li 
and struck him in the back of the noch,, 
pnxlueiug piualysis of ttie apinal'cord. 
Onoof the detectives rushed in andsoized 
him, yet alive, and pulleii him ont ot 
tho combu.stton und laid him on tbf 
grass. On Wednesday morning, abi'iul 
7 o'clock, he dioil on the porch at Gur 
rott'.s house, muttering a few words 
tho efl'eet that he had dioil for his couu 
try, and wanteil his mother lo kuiiv< 
that be thought he was right; evv.. 
these wonls were very indislmel, aa tie- 
could only whisper.- He was lie.ud 
tiuclly to say, however, in his int«'i*- 
slifferiug, " Kill me I kill me ! " A d::- 
tor arrived from Belle Plaine hef6v<: iL«f 
died. He was sewed up in a saddle 
blanket, (mt on a rattle-trap negri.. 
wftoon and hauled to Port Royal aud 
Belle Plaiiie, leae! nig Iho latter plact 
'in the middle of fhe afternoon of April 
2tl, Wednesday. .V part of the remains 
were buried near the other conspirators 
in the penilentiary yard at Arsenal 
point. The cartihtgii vvhieh was struck 
by the soldier's ball is in the Army and 
Navy Medical Museum. Most A the 
Ixidy was diainterretl bofore the close of 
Johnson'n admiriisfration and put nuder 
tho mounineiu. of the lirxith family at 
Green ]Moui'.t Cemetery, Baltimore. 

On the Till of .July, about tfiree 
months afterward, Harold waa hung on 
the same gallows with Mrs. Surratt, 
Payne uial .Vt/.enxlt. Dr. Mudd was 
sent lo I>rv Tortugus with Spongier, 
O'Laughliii aud .'Arnold. Ho behavecf- 
very well dining tho yellow I'everat' thatV 
port tti.d was pardoned ; two of tha- 
other jwxsons died from the results of 
disstpailou. — GKorgc Alfred Toivmerut.
